The justification is also plain, It is that Soviet 
Russia has permitted its satellites to violate 
their treaty limitations on military strength, and 
that this together with the military strength of 
the Soviet Union has created a threat to West- 
ern Europe’s security. The West is saying, in ef- 
fect, that it does not feel called upon to let its 
‘hands be tied by the Italian treaty so long as 
the Soviet Union claims a free hand in de facto 
revision of the eastern satéllites’ treaties. 


All the same, nobody can feel very comfort- 
able about the methods which have been thrust 
upon the West by Russia’s postwar conduct. A 
broken treaty is still a broken treaty, even when 
the other fellow breaks his treaty first, and na- 
tions which seek to build an International order 
based on respect for international agreements 
must count as a loss for their cause any occasion 
when such agreements have to be unilaterally 
denounced. 


Was there no other way out in the case of 
Italy? The treaty provided that the arms clauses 
should remain in effect until modified by agree- 
ment or until Italy came into the United Nations. 
Thus the objective which has now been achieved 
by denunciation could have been achieved by 
getting Italy into the U.N. And Italy could have 


been admitted to the U.N. had the Western pow- — 


ers been willing to accept Russia’s proposal to 
admit 12 others, including five Soviet satellites, 
at the same time. 


It must be seriously questioned whether keep- 
ing five Soviet satellites out of the U.N. was so 
important as to justify creating a situation in 
which the Italian treaty had to be denounced. 
Diplomacy ¢alls for a sound discrimination be- 
tween what is important and what is unimport- 
ant. It calls for something more than simple

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Too Wide a Gas Spread? 

It is fitting that the city should concern itself 
with the growing stock interest of Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. in the Laclede Gas Co. 

Mayor Darst says acquisition of control over 
Laclede by Mississippi, which is the sole sup- 
plier of natural gas to the local firm, would be 
contrary to the public interest. At the same 
time, City Counselor James E. Crowe is seeking 
information from Laclede as to its present earn- 
ings and what they might be if Mississippi ob- 
tained control. 


On the face of it, control of the St. Louis gas 
utility by its wholesale supplier seems undesir- 
able. Yet the reason given by William G. Mar- 
bury, president of Mississippi River, for seeking 
control is interesting. He says Laclede’s spread 
between the wholesale rate charged by Missis- 
sippi and the retail rate charged to consumers 
is out of line by comparison with other cities. 
Evidently he is pressuring Laclede to narrow 
the margin. 


The margin might, of course, be narrowed in 
one of two ways—by increasing the wholesale 
rate or by cutting the retail rate. But first it is 
necessary to determine, from the consuming 
public’s point of view, whether the spread is in 
fact wider than it ought to be. Quite apart from 
the issue of whether. Mississippi control of La- 
clede is desirable, the public has a definite in- 
terest in this question. 


Here is a corporate struggle which involves 
more than either of the two corporations. in- 
volved. The consumer ought to be represented in 
it, and that is the city’s function. 
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Tree of Lights 


There are 400 bulbs on the Salvation Army’s 
“tree of lights” at Eighth and Olive streets, and 
if Christmas is to be Christmas in St. Louis all 
of them ought to be lighted. 


One bulb is lighted for each $100 of contribu- 
tions to the Salvation Army’s drive for its 1951 
Christmas’ service program, which will bring 
food and clothing to needy families and home- 
less men. So far, somewhat less than 300 of the 
bulbs are alight, which means that the Christmas 
fund is still far short of the $40,000 goal. 


Last year the Salvation Army made Christmas 
a reality for 24,772 persons.

The voters of Uruguay—or at least the 30 per 
cent of them who bothered to go to the polls— 
have changed their form of government. From 
something which, on paper, resembled the Amer- 
ican presidential form they have transferred 
the executive power to a nine-member Federal 
Council similar to that of Switzerland. 


As a matter of fact, the people of Uruguay like 
to think of themselves as the Swiss of Latin 
America. Theirs is a small country, only. a dab 
larger than Missouri, hemmed in by powerful 
neighbors. But it is prosperous and cultivated. 
And those who do not read the encyclopedia wax 
ecstatic about its “tradition of democracy.” 

Well, there is some uncertainty as to just 
what constitutes a tradition, so there‘is no point 
in issuing a challenge. Uruguay has had its 
share of political intrigue, military domination 


and economic exploitation. But sifice the turn - 


of the century, the record has been considerably 
improved—except for 1933 when President Ga- 
briel Terra, faced by the problems of the depres- 
sion, dissolved a council very much like the one 
just voted into power and’made himself a presi- 
dential dictator. ; } 

By Latin American standards, this may not 
have been very mugh of @ coup, and it was all 
regularized by a constitutional ¢onvention. Since 
then, government has been orderly and demo- 
cratic—and satisfactorily efficient since the Colo- 
rados, the party which hag been in power for 85 
years, still commands ‘popular support.

The Plus in Steel Prices. . 

The steel industry’s demand for a price in- 
crease to compensate for any wage increase 
should be considered in the light of what hap- 
pened after its last price increase. 

Irving S. Olds, board chairman of U.S. Steel, 
stated in a recent report to stockholders that the 
corporation raised its prices on Dec, 1, 1950 by 
an average of 5% per cent. This increase, he 


said, “reflected only the increases in United 


States Steel’s employment costs resulting from 
the labor settlements concurrently made with 
the union.” In December, 1950, the union had 
been granted an average wage rise of 16 cents 
an hour. 

When you look at the record of U.S. Steel 
business for the first nine months ef 1951, how- 
ever, you discover that its “average 544 per cent 


price increase” somehow yielded to the company ‘ 


not 514 per cent more revenue but 1144 per cent 
more revenue. 


In three quarters of 1951 the company 
shipped 18,344,497 tons and received. for its 
products and services $2,592,789,614, or an av- 
erage, of-$141 per ton. In the same period of 
1950 the-company shipped 16,850,684 tons and 
received, $2,137,981,269, or an average of $126 
per ‘tofi.’’ What it received per ton this year 
amourited to 11.7 per cent more than what it 
received last year. 

If the company had done the same volume 
of business in 1951 as it did in 1950, a yield of 
$141.68 per ton would have brought. total sales 
of some $2,387,404,917, or an increase over 1950 
of $249,423,648. Such was the effect of its price 
increase. 

By the: company’s own statement, its employ- 
ment costs rose, as a result of the 1950 wage in- 
crease, by $162,279,382. In other words, the 544 
per cent price hike which was supposed to re- 
flect only the company’s increased employment 
costs. werked out in practice to reflect a good 
deal more—about 50 per cent more, in fact. 

This is: why the Government must examine 
with care the steel industry’s denfand for a price 
increase. The history has been that the price in- 
crease usually exceeds what is necessary to cover 
a wage increase, and thus its inflationary effect 
is intensified. 
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Clean-up Confusion : 
Federal: Judge Thomas F. Murphy, so The 
New York Times and New York Herald 
Tribtine both report, will not serve as the chief 
investigator into the scandals of the Truman Ad- 
ministration.

Of Farmers and Miners 

News from the economic front is not all bad. 
Economists of the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis have documented a real and gratifying 
improvement in farm conditions in the seven- 
state district around us. And in Southern Ilinois, 
which has been hard hit by the falling coal mar- 
ket, the signs are that the region is on the 
threshold of better times. 


Increased mechanization, greater use of fer- 
tilizer and more livestock operations are import- 
ant factors in the farm improvement. But what 
has made farm life more comfortable and re- 
warding is the extension of electric lines to 
rural areas, movement spurred by the Rural 
Electrification Administration. Yet there are 
people who do not like the competition of the 
REA co-ops and want to see them destroyed. 

If farm life is easier today than it was 20 
years ago, the farmer can give REA a large 
share of the credit. He also can keep a close 
watch on those who are out to eliminate REA 
competition. 


The improvement in Southern Illinois may be 
more potential than real, but residents of the 
region feel that economic salvation is not far 
off: This would result from the fuel demands of 
the seyen huge, steam-generating power units 
nearing completion on the Ohio and Tennessee 
rivers in connection with electric power demands 
of the Atomic Energy Commission’s Paducah 
(Ky.) installation. 

A major portion of the 17,500,000 tons of coal 
needed by the steam-generating plants will come 
from Southern Illinois. This should put a great 
many people back into productive labor and 
bring an end to the region’s grim postwar his- 
tory. 

It isa heartening prospect. 
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What Comes After? 


During the last year industry in the St. Louis 
area has expanded more than in any other year 


. of its history. George C. Smith, president of 


the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, reports 
new investment in 1951 totaling $311,000,000, 
which brings the total since the end of the war 
to well over a billion dollars. 


Right now, most of this new investment along 
with 9 large share of the old is devoted to sup- 
plying the voracious demands of a defense or 
semi-war economy. The universal hope is that 
these demands will not last forever, and above 
all that they will not explode into the yet more 
extreme demands of all-out war. 

If those hopes aré fulfilled, St. Louis industry 
like that of the country at large will face a seri- 
ous problem of creating a market for its products 
large enough to replace the market now supplied 
by defense spending. It is not too early for in- 
dustry to be thinking about that. problem. It can 
be solved, we are confident, but it will not. be 
solved without a great deal of intelligent plan- 
ning and ingenuity.

The other day I read a piece by Murray 
Kempton, the bright young labor column- 
ist of The New York Post, that brought 
back old times..He was describing an inter- 
view he had with Joe Ryan, president-for- 
life of the International Longshoremen’s 
Association, AFL.

day with an eight-hour guarantee, or even 
as a protest against the “telephone ballot” 
method of counting the contract ratifica- 
tion vote. This strike was nothing less than 
the cry of the slave for freedom. . 

As Spruille Braden put it, gangster con- 
trol in the LL.A. is “spawned by the un- 
fair and even. brutal shape-up system of 
hiring.” In the shape-up the men simply 
stand around at the head of the pier while 
a union hiring boss picks out the individ- 
uals, or gangs, that he wants. Up till now 
the men have been shaping twice a day. 
By the time the shape is over, of course, 
it is too late to get work at another pier. 


Hiring Halls as a Solution 


In such a set-up it is absolutely essen- 
tial to be in with the hiring boss. And 
there are few hiring bosses who are not, 
in turn, bossed by somebody else. To be 
in with this somebody else it is usually 
necessary to pay some kind of a price. As 
Braden says, continuing about the shape- 
up, “This results in all manner of criminal 
activity from kickbacks and loan-sharking 
through organized larceny and narcotics 
smuggling up to and including murder.” 

Several years ago I interviewed Gene 
Sampson and asked him what he thought 
of the rotary hiring hall as a solution to 
the evils of the shape-up. He said he had 
an open mind on the subject, but he felt 
that it wouldn't. work in New York. If that 
is true, it would be strange indeed, because 
it has worked almost everywhere else but 
on the East Coast of America, where the 
I.L.A. and Ryan’s gaons still hold sway. 

The Association of Catholic Trade Union- 
ists and the Xavier Labor School have 
been doing their best to introduce the 
rank-and-file longshoremen to the virtues 
of the hiring hall, which in this country 
has also become cenfused with the Com- 
mie regime of Harry Bridges on the West 
Coast. Unfortunately, at the present time 
too many of Ryan’s opponents inside the 
I.L.A. want to Keep the shape-up for their 
Own purposes. 

Perhaps it will take another 25 or 50 
years. But I think the mobs are on the 
way out. When that day comes all the rot- 
ten little politicians, all the big dirty fix- 
ers, and all the big and little hoods won't 
be able to stop the men of the I.L.A. 

The only question is: are there enough 
decent elements in the’ community, and 
have they guts enough, to see that this 
job is done?

The Dashing Mrs. Jack 


THE LADY AND THE PAINTER, by Countess Eleanor 

Palffy. (Coward-McCann, 263 pgs., $3.) 

Mrs. Jack Gardner would have been an 
arresting figure anywhere but in the muted 
and decorous precincts of Back.Bay Bos-. 
ton she stood out like a fireworks display. 

Rich, free-handed, bold, imaginative, 
vain and fastidious she was always the 
center of interest in any assembly, large © 
or small, that chose. to oe en | 
her presefice. , by accident, group — 
attention strayed elsewhere Mrs. Jack could 
always create a diversion that brought the 

spotlight back where 
it belonged. 
At a reception for 
Prince Henry of 
Prussia, for instance, 
Mrs. Jacek conve- 
niently tripped over 
EA her pearls—hanging 
in an ankle-length 
chain—as she as 
cended the grand 
staircase into the 
ball-room.

Countess Eleanor Palffy het aleo had whisieed 
away the royal guest of honor to a private 
supper. So says the Countess Eleanor 
Palffy, at any rate, in her new book called 
“The Lady and the Painter” which pre- 
sents Mrs. Gardner as a typical romantic 
heroine. 

Since the reader is warned that the 
author has not hesitated to use her inven- 
tive powers when the bona fide records 
are not complete it is possible that the 
Prince Henry episode—and others—are 
a trifle exaggerated. One assumes, how- 
ever, that it’s one of those stories that 
have become a part of the Boston legend.

“The Lady” and “The Painter” was the 
prevailing motif in the lives of both from 
the time that Sargent painted his first 
portrait of Mrs. Gardner. Like many a 
completely fictional romance, however, it 
had the quality of an unresolved harmony. 

Mrs. Jack, or so we are told, was ready 
for anything. But Sargent, despite his long 
residence in Europe was inhibited by a 
vestigial New England conscience. Even so 
their mutual fascination never subsided 
and their touch-and-go encounters were 
played out against the shifting background 
of Boston, London, Italy and Spain. 

The Countess Palffy knows her Boston 
—she was born in New England—as well 
as the Hungarian and Parisian scenes that 
she described,so deftly in a previous book 
called “Mosty Fiction.” It may be that 
she was embarrassed by the prodigious 
hunks of raw fact in this story of “The 
Lady and the Painter.” In any case the 
material is not as well assimilated as in 
the other story; and her writing is affected 
by a certain naivete that played no part in 
her treatment of the Continental millieu. 

Even so the story is a lively one: and © 
Mrs. Jack—both in her factual and fic- 
ticnal aspects—obviously deserved the 
term “fabulous” and the Gardner Museum 
in Boston is but one memorial to a striking 
and continuou$ly vital life.

The 304 churches that took 
active. part in the National 
Christian Teaching Mission last

“Trinity Church has bver 1500 
confirmed members atid about 
500 unconfirmed children, most 
of whom are baptized members 
of the church fellowship. Ap- 
proximately 600 children, youth 
and adults are active participants 
in the 28 groups reporting a 
membership of 1307 ‘many per- 
sons belonging to more than one 
group). This means that about 
1400 people are not active, par- 
ticipating members in the .group 
life of the church. Church at- 
tendance is higher than the usual 
Protestant average. 

“The church school, including 
persons from 3 to 94 years of 
age, has an enrollment of 577 
with an average attendance of 
408 or about 71 per cent, again 
higher than the national average 
and another indication of the 
‘holding persons’ ability of the 
church. ;

Included were 
a piano, an organ, a refrigerator, 
typewriter, a kerosene projector 
for slides and pictures, children’s 
games, toys and clothing. | 

Sister Rosadel had been at 
Deaconess Hospital since April on 
furlough for refresher courses fol- 
lowing a four-year stay in Hon- 
duras. A gradtiate nurse, she es- 
tablished a clinic at Conception 
del Norte, Sarta Barbara, Hon- 
duras, in 1947 when she first 
went out as a missionarv of the 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. 

The village she serves has 600 
people and is the center of an 
area with a population of 10,000. 
Hers is the only clinic in the area, 
and she treats about 6,000 pa- 
tients every year. 

Sister Rosadel is spending the 
Christmas holidays at her home 
in McPherson, Kan., and expects 
to sail from New Orleans on 
Jan. 11. 

The refrigerator, piano and or- 
gan will be carried by men of the 
village from a point about nine 
miles from the clinic, Sister Rosa- 
del said. Transportation to her 
post is mostly by donkey.

CATHOLIC PARISHES 


Archbishop Ritter Praised for 
Role in ‘Progress in 
Human Relations.’ 


Thirty Catholic parishes in 
Greater St. Louis now have in- 
tegrated congregations of both 
white and Negro families, ‘accord- 


ing to a recent report of the 
Catholic interracial Council 
which appeared in the St. Louis 
Register. 

In 1941, the report stated, only 
six churches ministered to 
Negroes. In 1941, there were only 
six Catholic grade schools for 
Negro children; today 30 Catholic 
elementary schodls have both 
white and Negro students. “All 
the diocesan high schools are 
open to all, and many of the pri- 
vate high schools have integrated 
student bodies,” the, council 
states.

Productivity Rising.

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Japanese Women 


Give Views on U.S. 


By Mary Kimbrough 


ITH St. Louis as a major stop on their nation- 
wide tour, six Japanese women labor leaders 
| are visiting with Americans—through the ears 
voice of in a search for ideas 

Ee a OT RE and labor techniques 
) . which they hope will 
raise the status of the 
new working woman 
in Japan. 

Already in the post- 
war years, they re- 
ported, women have 
risen from low-paid, 
exploited laborers to 
leadership in their 
union organizations, 
protected and encour- 
aged by new governe- 
ment labor legislation. 

Brought to this 
| ee country ic Re- 

oe orientation Branch of 
MRS. KIYOK the Department of the 
Army, the Japanese women are making a three- 
month study under direction of the Women’s Bu- 
reau of the United States Department of Labor. 
They arrived in San Francisco Oct. 2 and will sail 
for home late this month. They left St. Louis after 
a four-day visit last week. 
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THEY DON’T MIND spending Christmas away 
from home as only a minority of the Japanese peo- 
ple observe that holiday—but they’re upset about 
having to see the old year out on the high seas 
somewhere between here and home, said their 
interpreter, Chie Adachi. The new year is cele- 
brated even more heartily there than in the United 
States. 

Miss Adachi, formerly attached to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s staff in Tokyo and now an exchange 
student at Washington University, met the group 
here and xccompanied them to the West Coast. 
Their companion and interpreter for the first 10 
weeks of the tour was Mrs. Alice Endo, American- 
born Japanese employe in the United States De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Five of the group touring the United States rep- 
resent unions. They are Miss Kikue Takeda, 
department store worker; Miss Chiyoko Kishimoto, 
communications worker; Mrs. Michiko Watanabe, 
formerly employed in electrical industry; Mrs. 
Tomi Funayama, textile worker; Miss Tamako Og- 
awa, iron manufacturing industry. The sixth is 
Mrs. Kiyoko Nishi, research worker on one of 
Japan’s largest newspapers and moderator of a 
weekly national network radio program for women 
workers. 
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THEY SAID, through their interpreter, that they 
feel no bitterness toward the United States as a 
result of the atom bombs dropped on Japan at the 
close of the war. 

“They say they understood that the bombs had 
to be dropped in order to end the war, but they 
saw the havoc they caused,” said Miss Adachi. 
“They don’t want to see war ever again. No more 
— no more Nagasaki—anyplace in the 
world.” 
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COMING FROM A NATION which is smaller in 
area than the state of’ California, they have been 
astonished by the “wideness” of the United States. 
They have been impressed, too, by the willingness 
of Americans to open their homes to them. 

“In Japan, a homemaker would never think of 
permitting her guests to see any part of the house 
except the parlor,” said Miss Adachi. “Here, they 
don’t mind ushering their company right into the 
kitchen. That has been a real surprise for these 
girls. 

“And they’re especially grateful that nobody 
over here stares at them.” 

They have been surprised by the number of 
married women working outside the home, as the 
great majority of Japanese women leave their jobs 
as soon as they marry. 

“However,” said Miss Adachi, “they feel that 
custom has been a major factor in women’s in- 
créased economic status in this country.” 
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NO WOMAN IN JAPAN has been given an 
important post in private industry but women are 
taking more responsible jobs in unions and in 
government. 

“There has been a great change in Japan’s 
economy since the war, and it has been especially 
favorable to women,” said Miss Adachi. “These 
women feel that unless they keep striving and 
working toward greater responsibility and prestige 
in industry, they will fall back to their former 


status. 

“They have been impressed by the fact that 
American women are never Satisfied with their 
place in industry but are always working toward 
something better.” 
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ON THEIR TOUR, the Japanese women wore the 
Western dress which they have adopted in their 
own country. However, they brought with them 
the elaborate and handsome kimonos which, they 
said, are worn for dress occasions. 

In some of the cities they visited, they were 


guests in private homes. In St. Louis, they stopped 
at the Central branch, Young Women’s Christian 


Association.

Fix It Yourself

Damp Interior Masonry Walls. 


[> you happen to own an ex- 
posed masonary wall, maybe in 
the basement, a chimney per- 
haps or just say any old exposed 
masonry wall, there is a good 
chance of it being damp at this 
very minute. 

Weil, you can paint the wall 
with a waterproof paint but it 
won't do much good or you can 
coat the outside with cement plas- 
ter and tar and this won’t do 
much good either. The reason is 
that the wall isn’t leaking, it’s 
just sweating and there is a whale 
of a difference between the two. 

The sweating is caused by warm 
moist air inside the house con- 
densing on the cold masonry, and 
the only way to take care of 
things is to keep the air away 
from the wall. 

About the best way is to line 
the wall with some material such 
as wallboard, plywood or even 
‘lath or plaster. But if you apply 
any of these coverings directly to 
the masonry, they’ll get chilled 
and start to sweat. S6 the thing 
to do is set them an inch or so 
away from the-wall, and this you 
can do by fastening strips of 2 in. 
by 2 in. wood to the masonry and 
then fastening the wallboard or 
lath to these.

IN COMMITTEE ONE a dis- 
armament conference finally has 
been set up under a resolution 
em a working arrange- 
ment that the United Kingdom, 
France and the United States 
could accept, and I feel this is a 
real step forward. 

I don’t fool myself about the 
months ahead and the negotia- 
tions and the shillyshallying back 
and forth that is in store for us. 
But it a step in the right direc- 
tion, and when we look at the 
time it has taken to set up the 
proper provisions for an armistice 
in Korea and see how slowly each 
point is accepted we must be 
thankful. One has been driven to 
the realization of what every step 
gained is going to mean, but it is 
only by patience and perseverance 
that we will win out without go- 
ing to war. And that is, after all, 
the objective that all of us have— 
a free world and a peaceful one. 

THERE SEEMS TO BE no end 
to the list of speakers in Commit- 
teé Three. Thursday we heard 
the Russia delegate make a 
speech that was almost devoid 
of attack on the United States. 
Perhaps he felt that the few 
derogatory remarks he threw out, 
plus the violent attacks made by 
Czechoslovakia and Byelo-Russia 
and the Ukraine would suffice. 

But Dr. Charles Malik of Leba- 
non made a careful analysis of 
the covenant of human rights and 
the reasons for reconsideration 
of the decision to put all the 
rights in one covenant and came 
out with the recommendation for 
two covenants. 

The slant of the philosopher 
was evident in what he said, but 
it was a very fine, temperate and 
reasoned speech and still he spoke 
with passion about the right of 
people to the freedom of thought 
and conscience and said that 
many a man had starved rather 
than give up that right — and 
would not only starve but die to 
preserve it. 
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HOMER BIGART of the New 
York Herald Tribune wrote a 
series of articles on Moroccan 
politics and conditions in Moroc- 
co and I hope they were widely 
read in the United States. (Edi- 
tor’s note: The articles were pub- 
lished Monday through Thursday 
in the Post-Dispatch.) 

There is no question but what 
most of us feel that the civil 
rights of the Moroccans are not 
worth a penny at present, but 
there is room for doubt whether 
they would be worth any moré or 
perhaps even be curtailed if they 
won their independence and the 
sultan took over tomornmew. This 
business of self-determination of 
people and. the right of the peo- 
ple to manage their own coun- 
try requires, from the people a 
certain amount of preparation 
and self-discipline or they may 
be worse off than they were be- 
fore they undertook self-govern- 
ment. One important responsibil- 
ity of ‘an occupying power is to 
prepare the people for self-gov- 
ernment and that is frequently 
one of the last things an occupy- 
ing power does.

“As Like As Two Peas in a Pod.” 


HE picture of green peas in 

their pod would seem almost 

unavoidably to evoke a figure, 
of speech.
